well known thnt Franklin street WSES 
to be used in this connecting link 
nnd no objection has been raised by 
the people generally.

Civil Sewice Annuities. 


Last April Senator Perkins introduced a 
bill 


"for the retirement of employes in the classified 
civil service" which was read twice and referred 
to the Senate Committee on Civil Service and Re- 
trenchment. The purpose of the bill is to establish 
a compulsory savings system, controlled by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, whereby an employe in the 
classified 
civil 
service 
shall 
have 
deduct- 


ed 
a 
sum 
monthly 
from 
his 
salary 
"that 


will be sufficient, with interest thereon at three 
and 
one-half 
percentum 
per 
annum, 
com- 


pounded annually, to purchase from 
the United 


States 
st * * 
an 
annuity 
payable 
quarterly 


throughout 
life, 
for 
every 
such 
employe 
on 


arrival at the age of retirement " * * equal to 
one and one-half per centum of his annual salary, 
pay, or compensation for every full year of sendee 
or major fraction thereof" between the date of the 
pas< ige of the act and his arrival at the age of re- 
tirement. In addition this annuity secured by his 
own contributions from his salary, the civil serv- 
ice employe entitled to the same shall "receive 
from the United States during the remainder of his 


life an annuity equal to one and one-half per centum 
of his total compensation during service prior to 
the taking effect of the act." 
This is made payable 


quarterly by the Secretary of the Treasury "upon 
proper certification of the retirement of such em- 
ploye by the appointing officer under whom he 
last served.'1 


The bill applies to "all officers and employes in 


the executive civil service of the United States, ex- 
cept persons appointed by the President and 
con- 


firmed by the Senate, and unskilled laborers." 


The bill also contains provisions for allowance to 


be made to persons who through disability are re- 
tired before reaching the age of retirement. 


I_ j M l e r the bill the civil service cmplovcs are di- 


vide'! into three groups, the President being re- 
quired to designate the branches of the service to 
be included in each group, and the age of retire- 
ment i e group one is placed at sixty years, of group 
two at sixty-five and of group three at seventy 
years. 


The bill provides for the manner in which the 


money deducted from the salaries of the employes 
shall 1 c deposited in the savings banks of the coun- 
try un 1 of the nature of th^ securities in whiih it 
s'hall be invested. 
AVhen deposited in a savings 


bank, the latter must pay interest thereon at a rate 
of at !ea--t three and one-half per cent per annum 
and mi'-t put up satisfactory security with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasurv. 


A civil service employe reaching the acre of rc- 


l i r e m e i i l has the choice of three options in the man- 
ner of the payment of the 
annuity 
purchased 


through the contributions taken from his salary. 
namely, in quarterly payments throughout l i f e ; or, 
in qiraterlv payments throughout life, with the 
provision that in case of" the death of the annuitant 
be.'ore lie has received in annuities the amount of 
his savings, plus the interest credited thereon, the 
balance shall be paid to his legal heirs; or, all of 
the nioncv due him in one 
sum. 


The principle contained in the bill is that a 
per- 


-on v. ho lias spint the best years of his life in the 
civil s., rvice sha'l be placed, like the pensioned sol- 
dier < r sailor, in a position where he will be above 
want nhcn presumptively incapacitated from self- 
suppott by virtue of his old age. 
The bill will
